Since air is the breath of life 
and we cannot live without ity 
except for a few minutes, and 
then only because we have some 
on hand, it behooves us to know 
what kind of air we are breath- 
ing. A constant supply of fresh 
air is especially , essential to 
ood health. 

Unfortunately, it is often dif- 
ficult to secure good air, es- 
pecially in the city. Even in the 
country there is wood smoke, 
tobacco smoke, coal gas and auto- 
mobile erhausts. The only thing 
we can do is to make a special 
effort to secure an ample supply 
of the purest available air both 
day and night. Stay outdoors as 
much as possible and _ ventilate 
your homes and offices freely. 

Finally, remember that air in- 
side us is more important than 
outside us, so®take pains to 
breathe it in deeply and regular- 
ly.
